OF NEWJERSEY 

Georgian Will Urge Jerseyites 


To Give Bryan a Lift To- 
ward While House,

CONGRESSMAN 1S SANGUINE 


Representative from Atlanta District 
Is Satisfied That the Democrat- 
ic Party Will Win in the 
Coming Presidential 
Election.

Washington, September 6.—(Special.)— 
Representative Lon Livingston, of Geor- 
gia, has been in Washington for a few days 
attending to his duties on the industriai 
commission. He leaves here this evening 
for New Jersey, where Be will engage ac- 
tively in the campaign ‘. the election of 
Bryan and the democr@étic ticket. Com- 
mencing at Camden, he will make a tour 
of the principal cities of New Jersey, mak- 
ing speeches for the densocrats on the way 
through the state. Congressman Living- 
ston thinks the conditions throughout the 
country are favorable for the election of 
the democratic candidate and says Bryan 
will be elected. He says he intends to 
make speeches in New Jersey arraigning 
the administration for its high handed 
methods in dealing with the territory 
which was acquired by the United States 
as the consequence of the war with Spain; 
also for the reckless expenditures of 
money by the republicans and the numer- 
ous scandals operated under the regime 
of Rathbone, Neely and other carpet bag- 
gers sent as the agents of this government 
to administer the affairs of the unsus- 
pecting people of the islands of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 

Colonel Livingston ts of the opinion that 
the Chinese question is in bad shape as 
a result of the policy of the diplomats of 
the republican party, and is anxious as 
to the final outcome of the present dif- 
ficulties growing out of the Russian propo- 
sition and the acceptance by the United 
States of that proposition. He declared 
that people who have been following the 
Chinese developments from day to day to 
the neglect altogether of national politics, 
now seem -to take little interest in the 
diplomatic negotiations which are pro- 
gressing slowly between the powers. 


“In a few weeks,” said. he, ‘‘politics will 
be the one theme for discussion on the 
street corners, in the country stores and 
everywhere else in the United States 
where men congregate to gossip over 
national affairs.’’ 

Colonel Livingston regards a Bryan 
landslide as almost a certainty, and said 
in connection with the announcement of 
Former Secretary of State Olney and For- 
mer Postmaster General Wilson for 
Bryan: 

“The whole gold standard faction of 
the democratic party is falling into lins 
for Bryan to emphasize their disapproval 
of McKinley’s vacillating and uncertain 
foreign policy. The letter which Mr. Olney 
submitted in announcing his allegiance to 
the regular democratic ticket is in itself 
one of the strongest campaign -docu, 
ments that can be produced and the dem- 
ocratic national and congressional cam- 
paign committees should place it in the 
hands of every voter from One end of the 
country to the other. His reasons for 
rejecting McKinleyism and accepting Bry- 
anism abet unanswerable and contain the 
same snip, vigor and unadulterated Amer- 
icanism’ which characterized his vigorous 
and successful administration of the de- 
partment of state during Cleveland's last 
administration. These announcements on 
the part of Mr. Olney and Mr. Wilson 
are calculated to strike consternation into 
the republican ranks and ft is probable 
they will be followed by a public declara- 
tion by Former President Cleveland to 
the same effect. 

‘Another thing that I regard as partic- 
ularly favorable to the cause of de- 
mocracy,’’ Colonel] Livingston went on to 
say, ‘‘is the result of the recent campaign 
in Vermont. The astonishing results tn 
that state, which has always been regard- 
ed as one of the strongholds of the repub- 
licans, is decidedly encouraging to the 
Bryan leaders, Then, too, the polls which 
have been taken in different states 
throughout the country, and particularly 
the one taken in Indiana by the repub- 
licans themselves, in which they acknow)- 
edge that the state is democratic by 30,009 
majority, will encourage the democrats 
and will help decide many voters who are 
at present undecided—by reason of thes 
misrepresentations of the republicans— 
that the country is overwhelmingly for 
Bryan and that he is the man for them 
to vote for, The masses of the United 
States are dissatisfied with the high- 
handed manner in which the McKinley 
administration has carried on foreign mat- 
ters, taxed the people, helped the trusts 
and corporations to the detriment of the 
small manufacturers throughout the coun- 
try and generally mismanaged delicate 
affairs of national importance, and they 
are prepared to show this dissatisfaction 
at the polls in November. 

“Another thing greatly in favor of Mr. 
Bryan's election,’’ continued the colonel, 
‘is the fact that the leading newspapers 
of the country, which were so hostile to 
the cause of the democrats in 18%, are now 
engaged in saying nice things of Mr. 
Bryan and arraigning the republican ad- 
ministration for its imperialistic tenden- 
cies.” 


Colonel Livingston, after concluding: his 
speech-making tour of New Jersey, will 
proceed to West Virginia and engage in 
the campaign there. He has been hard 
at work practically all the summer and 
deserves credit for his sacrifice of his va- 
cation months in the interests of his party.

SOME CENSUS FIGURES GIVEN. 


Nashville, Tenn.}; Mobile, Ala., and 
Other Cities. 

Washington, September 6.—The popula- 
tion of the city of Mobile, Ala., as offi- 
cially announced today. is: 1900, 38,469; 
1890, 31,076. These figures show for the 
city as a whole an increage in population 
of 7,393, or 23.79 per cent from 1890 to 1900. 
The population in 1880 was 29,132, showing 
an increase of 1,944 or 6.67 per cent from 
1880 to 18990. 

The population of the city of Nashville, 
Tenn., 1900, 80,865; 1890, 76,168. These fig- 
ures show for the city as a whole an in- 
crease in population of 4,697 or 6.17 per 
cent from 1890 to 1900. The population in 
1880 was 43,350, showing an Increase of 
32,818 or 75.70 per cent from 1880 to 1890. 

Population of Trenton, N. J., 73,307, a 
gain of 15,849, or 27.58 per cent.

‘Germany's Ruler Declares There 
May Be Need of Troops in 
Uriental Metropolis, 


FRANCE READY 10 MOVE AWAY 


Italy and Ausfria Will Join Emperor 
William in Keeping a Force of 
Soldiers Within the Chi- 


nese Town for the 
Present. 


Washington, September 6.—The latest 
expression as to the attitude of the pow-. 
ers on the evacuation of Pekin comes 
from the United States ambassador at 
Paris, General Horace Porter, who has 
advised the authorities here that the at- 
titude of the French government is fa- 
vorable to the position taken by Russia, 
Almost simultaneously with this dis 
patch from General Porter came another 
from the American charge d'affaires at 
Berlin, giving the attitude of Germany 
on Russia's proposal. This, in substance, 
states that Germany, while anxious to 
avoid any friction between the powers, 
regards the conditions at Pekin such 
as to require the continued presence of 
German forces there. Neither General 
Porter nor Mr. Jackson gave the text of 
the answers. 

These two highly important communi- 
cations bring the Chinese negotiations to 
a very advanced stage, though they are 
not yet concluded, as all the answers 
are not yet in. The German and French 
answers, however, clearly indicate the 
alignment of the powers. It is generally 
accepted that Germany's attitude in fa- 
vor of remaining at Pekin will be con- 
curred in by Italy and Austria. Definite . 
word has been received here that A 
tria favors remaining at Pekin. As» 
the purposes of Great Britain, there 4 


an absolute lack of official information, 


though little doubt is entertained that 
since Germany has taken the initiatives 
Great Britain will follow suit in favor of 
remaining at Pekin. The position of Ja- 
pan is likewise lacking in definiteness, 
_although it Is b@lieved in the best posted 
quarters that if other nations remain at 
Pekin Japan will deem it expedient to 
remain there also. It would seem from 
this that France is the only government 
to give concurrence to the Russian prop- 
osition, although the United States has 
expressed a purpose of following Rus- 
Sia’s course unless the other powers 
brought about a modification of Russia’s 
position. Thus far Russia has not ex- 
pressed any purpose of modifying her 
original position. It was stated authori- 
tatively today that Russia has not or- 
dered the departure of her minister or 
troops from Pekin up to this time, so far 
as the United States government is ad- 
vised. It is stated also that no new 
proposition has been presented, but that 
the question is practically the game as 
when first presented, namely, as to 
whether the troops will remain or be 
withdrawn fro, Pekin. 

The receipt of the communications from 
Berlin and Paris brought about numer- 
ous conferences between the president, 
Secretary Root and Acting’ Secretary of 
State Hill, and also between Mr.. Hill and 
Mr. Adee. It was gathered from these 
meetings that another note was being 
prepared by the United States, but the 
authorities did not feel disposed to give 
any inkling as to its nature, and i 
quite probable that its final form vill 
await the consideration of the cabinet 
tomorrow. ® 

Aside from the general question, the 
French government is again considering 
the status of Li Hung Chang, and this 
subject also was brought to the attention 
of the authorities here today. There have 
been reports of prospective detention of 
Earl Li in case he goes north, but the 
communications just in hand indicate that 
there will be no interference with his 
movements. His acceptability as a 
peace commissioner also continues to be 
a subject of discussion, there being a 
strong desire in certain quarters not to 
include him on the Chinese commission. 

The military situation remains wun- 
'changed at Pekin. General Cnhaffee’s 
messages make it clear that he for one is 
proceeding upon the understanding that 
the American troops wil! winter in China. 
The American contingent in the parade 
through the imperial palace was small, 
probably In conformity with an arrange- 
| ment between the various commanders in 
Pekin that the force selected to make the 
demonstration should be Hmited in num- 
bere in order that this might reduce the 
chance of looting. It is supposed Rere 
that it was also made to impress the Chi- 
ne<e people as a whole, and not from any 
present military necessity. Some action 
of this kind appears to have been neces- 
| sary in order to offset the, stories which 
were afloat in the southern Chinese ports

Comissioner Erwin 
did not go into the trial of the case this 
afternoon, but each defendant was re- 
quired to give a bond of $500 for his ap- 
pearance before Commissioner Erwin to 
stand trial on the following days: N. B. 
Price, to be tried tomorrow on the charge 
of distilling: N. B. Anderson, to answer 
on next Tuesday to the charge of inter- 
fering with officers; and all the parties to 
be tried on next Wednesday on the accu- 
sation of conspiracy. 

The facts leading up to these cases are 
interesting. On last Tuesday Deputy 
Marshals George White. George Thomas 
and Cliff Vigal and D. S. Muze went to 
Wilkinson county to arrest N. B. Price 
on the charge of irregularities in distill- 
ing. It is claimed’ that while on their 
trip in Wilkinson county Deputies White 
and Vigal took somt sugarcane out of 
the patch of the colored man, N. B. 
Anderson, and when he started ‘towards 
them they drove away ina buggy. <An- 
derson had state warrants issued for 
White and Vigal for taking his cane. 
They were arrested and required to give 
bond, N. B. Baum, of Irwinton, standing 
bond. The deputies then had state war- 
rants issued for Anderson, charging him 
with interfering with officers. He was 
arrested and they started to bring him 
to Macon, ‘but they released him when 
they reached McIntyre, because they ap- 
prehended serious injury from a crowd 
ef Wilkinson's citizens who had gathered 
in indignation over the arrest of the ne- 
gro, which they thought had been made 
without cause and in a spirit of spite and 
retaliation because the negro had the 
deputies arrested on the charge of taking 
his cane. The deputies say the people 
were vefy angry and were resolved not 
to let the deputies ‘take the negro to Ma- 
can and they released him on the advice 
of Sheriff Stevens, of Wilkinson, and pos- 
sibly avoided bloodshed. 

The people offered to give $10,000 bona 
for the negro’s appearance in Macon, 
but the deputies said they could not make 
bond. Deputies’ White and Vigal say 
all the cane they had were two stalks, 
which they bought from a negro boy. 
The deputies returned to Macon Tuesday 
evening without their prisoners and re- 
lated the story, and as a consequence fhe 
warrants of today were issued and time 
appointed for trial. : 

Intense feeling has been aroused in Wil- 
kinson county and much interest awak- 
ened in Macon over the affair.

WOMAN KILLED NEAR TIFTON.

WHAT CAUSED THE RISE 


IN THE PRICE OF COTTOR 


New Orleans, La., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Cotton boomed here: again today, 
the advance since Tuesday's closing be- 
ing unprecedented in the history of this 
city. September cotton advanced from 
9.13 at Tuesday's closing to 9.68 today— 
55 points, or $2.75 a bale; and December 
cotton from 8.32 to 8.92, an advance of 60 
points, or $3 a bale, The advance which 


‘began in New Orleans was largely re- 


sponded to in other American and Euro- 
pean cities. 

It is attributed to the bad news from 
the cotton crop, but more particularly 
to the report of Mr. Hester, secretary 
of the New Orleans cotton exchange, 
made public Monday, in which he showed 
that the south had been completely 
cleaned out of cotton; that 11,100,000 bales 
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of American cotton had been consumed 
by the mills last year, and that a 10,000,- 
000-bale crop would leave the world face 
to face with a cotton famine such as 
exists today. 

The success met with in New Orleans 
last year in bulling cotton, when it 
made many millions out of New York 
and Liverpool, which diu not appreciate 
the situation, and the destre shown by 
the Liverpool buyers to get their cotton 
early this year, and not get caught as 
they were last season, helped to advance 
the price. With sentiment in New Or- 
leans thoroughly bullish, the lagt batch 
of spot cotton here was sold today. Eu- 


ropean buyers are reported active in the 
country districts, paying New Orleans 


prices fof it.

‘ arty and was in part as follows: 
ey am sure that the republicans who do 
me the honor to come here tonight come 
for some better reason than curiosity. 
(A voice: ‘Here’s one.’) 1 want to talk to 
republicans because 1 want to convert 
them. If there is a republican here who 
is not at liberty: to vote as he pleases, 
there is no use for him to stay, because if 
I convert him he will only feel the worse 
because he cannot come to the mourners 
bench.” (Applause.) 

Here Mr. Bryan took off his coat. 

“In this campaign the republican plat- 
form has not clearly defined the partys 
position upon any ugestion except the 
question of primary money, and in talk- 
ing its position in favor of the gold 
standard the republican party tor the 
first time deserts the double standard; 
and I want you to ask your republican 
friends why no republican speaker and 
no republican editor attempts to explain 
the failure of the repubiican party to get 
the double standard that you promised to 
try to get by theaid of the leading com- 
mercial nations of the world, (Great ap- 
plause.) If any republican tells you that 
the gold standard is good, you tell him 
that within a year the republican senate 
acted favorably upon a bill the l4th sec- 
tion of which declares that the bill is not 
intended to stand‘in the way of the 
restoration of the double standard. 

“On the question of paper money the 
republican party does not clearly declare 
for the retirement of the greenback, and 
I want you to ask your republican friends 
what excuse they ean give for a bill 
which retired greenbacks which drew no 
interest and substituted bends which 
drew interest, in order that national 
banks may issue the money and control 
the volume of it. I want you to ask 
your republican friends this question. 
How can you have a national bank cur- 
rency resting on bonds and have that 
currency as a permanent system, unless 
you have permanent bonds for the cur- 
rency to rest upon? 

“I want you to ask your republican 
friends why they do not openly advocate 
a permanent national debt as a. blessing 
to this country. That is what they want 
and they are not willing to argue the 
statement publicly.’’ 

Much of the speech was devoted to the 
trust question. Mr. Bryan said: 

“The republican party has been in 
power for nearly four years and more 
trusts have been organized in the last 
three and a half years than were organ- 
ized in all the previous history of the 
United States. (Applause.) If a repub- 
lican says that a trust is a good thing, 
you tell him that the republican plat- 
form denounces the trust. If a repub- 
lican says that trusts are a bad thing, 
you ask him what his party has done 
to destroy the trusts 

“If you will take Dun’s report you will 
find that every month in 1900 shows more 
failures than the same month the year be 
fore. I read in a republican paper pub- 
lished in Pittsburg an extract from The 
lion Age, saying that the decrease in the 
output in the iron furnaces is now 5,000 
tons per month. You will find that they 
are closing down factories, and this morn- 
ing’s paper told of the cutting down of 
wages in a town not 200 miles from here. 
You read a few days ago that at Fall 
River, in Massachusetts, they were circu- 
lating a petition among the owners of the 
mills to cut down the wages 10 per cent. 
But suppose that all the talk in republl- 
can speeches about the encrmous pros- 
perity of the country is true, and suppose 
you could trace it all to a republican ad- 
ministration; there ere questions that are 
gieater than a full dinner pail, and when 
a republican tells vou that because your 
dinner pail is full vou ought to vote the 
republican ticket, tell him he is makin 
an argument that ought to be addresse 
to an animal that knows nothing but to 
eat and has no higher ambition.”’ 

In reply to a question from the crowd 
mond og a remedy for the trusts, Mr. Bryan 
said: 

‘‘Let congress provide that whenever 
eny corporation, organized in any state, 
vants to do business- outside of the state 
it must go to the federal government and 
get a license whith will enable it to do 
such outside business. It must do busi- 
ness in every state according to the laws 
of the state it which it does business. I 
do not want to take away from the state 
any powers Jt now has, but 1 want con- 
giess to add a remedy. Before this license 
is or I want two conditions complied 
with. First, want the water squeezed 
out of the stock of the corporations. The 
laboring man cannot water his capital, 
which.is labor; the farmer cannot water 
his capital, which is the farm; and I 
do not believe that a corporation should 
be permitted to water its stock and then 
to collect the dividends upon its fictitious 
investment. I want to squeeze the water 
out of the stock. There will be a flood 
for a while, but there will be honest cor- 
ptrations afterwarzds. f you had such 
a law and such a license given on such 
cecnditions, I do not believe there would be 
a monopoly in this country." 

Mr. Bryan then presented arguments 
egainst a large stand'nge army and d's- 
cissed militarism and impertalism. He 
closed about 10:30 o'clock. He will leave 
for Chicago at 7:25 o’clock tomorrow 
rcrning. 


BRYAN PAYS SEWALL TRIBUTE. 


Presidential Nominee Speaks of the 
Maine Democrat. 

Grafton, W. Va, September 6.—Mr. 
Bryan was visibly shocked on being in- 
formed of the death of Hon. Arthur 
Sewall his fellow candidate on the na- 
tional democratic ticket in 1896. He re- 
ceived the news through a message from 
Mr. Sewall’e son and immediately sent a 
message of condolence, Mr. Bryan ex- 


pressed himself as pained at the news 
and saigd that Mr. Sewall was @ warm 
personal friend as well as a political as- 
sociate. 

‘“r met him first at the Chicago con- 
vention,” he said, “and during the cam- 
paign had opportunity to become well 
acquainted with him and have seen him 
at intervals since, the last time in Geor- 
gia last February. He was a man of 
strong character, deep convictions 
and upright Hfe, and he had the 
courage to stand for his opinions no mat- 
ter how great the opposition might be. 
When the silver fight divided the party, 
he was one of the very few national com- 
mitteemen, if not the only one in New 
England, who voted with the silver ele- 
ment of the party.

He had a consid- 
erable income, but was willing to pay in- 
come tax, and was an earnest supporter 
of democratic principles in general.

State Convention Places Presidential 


Electors in the Field. 

Trenton, N. J., September 6.—The New 
Jersey republicans today nominated pres- 
idential electors in state convention. 
Senator Sewell, in accepting the chair- 
manship of the ¢onvention, spoKe of ex- 
President Harrison as one of the greatest 
statesmen of the century. He referred to 
the election of Mr. Cleveland in 1892 and 
thanked God that it was not Mr. Bryan, 
for Mr. Cleveland was an honest man. 
He declared that the democrats had an 
equal share with the republicans in 
bringing on the Spanish war, and con- 
tinuing, said: 

“T was not in favor of the taking of 
the Philippines, but one man must not 
set his judgment against his party and 
his country, and I submitted to the will 
of the majority. Now that we have tak- 
en the Philippines we must not recede 
from our position. The Philippines will 
come out all right.’’ 

Resolutions were adopted which cite 
largely evidences of national prosperity 
and declare that condition to be due to 
protective tariff legislation and @aain- 
tenance of the gold standard. On the 
Philippine question the resolutions say: 

‘We believe it is the duty of the presi- 
dent of the United States to use all the 
forces at his command to suppress in- 
surrection wherever the authority of the 
government is opposed, and we deprecate 
and denounce the conduct of. recreant 
Americans who, by abuse of the right 
fof free speech, give aid and encourage- 
ment to insurrection and rebellion among 
peoples owing allegiance to our flag. 
When peace shall have been restored in 
our new possessions, @ republican ad- 
ministration, following ‘the traditiora 
of the party, will give to their peoples 
a government under such a form as will 
afford them the largest individual par- 
ticipation that their civililation and intel- 
ligence will permit.”

WILL BRING BODIES HOME. 


| Soldiers Who Died in Foreign Lands 
To Be Given Home Burials. 
Washington, September 6.—Officials of 


the navy department are making arrange- 
ments for bringing home to the United 
States for interment the remains of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the navy and 
marine corps who died or were killed in 
action ashore or afloat and buried out- 
side of the continental limits of the T'nit- 
ed States since April 21, 1898, the official 
date of the beginning of the Spanish 
war. A carefu] research shows that 
there are 105 cases of}this description, in- 
cluding five officers, fifty-five enlisted 
men of the navy, and 43 enlisted men of 
the marine corps. The remains will be 
interred at places in the United States 
selected by relatives. Where no prefer- 
ence as to place of interment is express- 
ed, the bodies of all brought home from 
the Philippines, China and Pacific points 
will be interred at the national cemetery 
near San Francisco, and all unclaimed 
bodies brought home from the West In- 
dies and Atlantic points will be interred 
in the Arlington cemetery, near this city.

On 
arrival the building» was crowded and 
there was no room-for them, Every ef- 
fort was made to seat them, but In vain.) 
The teachers were very much put out 
and many were loud in their denuncia- 
tions. One of the teachers climbed upon 
a seat and raised his voice in protest. 
He was immediately seized by two po- 
licemen. Seeing one of their number in 
the hands of the police, others joined in 
the affray and t struggle with the officers 
of the law began. It looked as if serious 
trouble would result, when one of the 
members of the ayuntamiento present 
climbed to a box and implored the teach- 
ers of Cuba to maintain order: He yell- 
ed: “Teachers of Cuba, the reputation 
of your beloved country is at stake. Do 
nothing here tonight which will reflect 
discredit upon your profession.’’ So he

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continued for some time, and either his 
eloquence or the efforts of the police 
calmed the excitement in a measure, for 
the teachers btcame more pacified, and 
though they were crowded out they gave 
no further trouble. Isn’t it funny? The 
teachers were the guests of the city. The 
mayor and ayuntamiento were their 
hosts, and yet they allowed the people 
to crowd the building during the enter- 
tainment to which they had invited their 
guests until there was no room, and when 
this was ascertained there should have 
been a quick emptying of the seats so 
that the visitors might have an oppor- 
tunity of witnessing the entertainment 
go up in their behalf and to which they 
were invited guests. One of the teach- 
ers managed to get a hearing when 
things were a little more quiet. He said 
they had visited many cities in the 
United States and had everywhere been 
treated with the utmost consideration, 
only to return to their native land to be 
treated with manifest disrespect. The 
policemen were censured generally for in- 
terfering with the teacher who was mak- 
ing an effort to be heard, and the others 
who tried to drag down the educators 
who went to their fellow’s rescue should 
have a reprimand. The teachers were 
not getting up a riot, only trying to as- 
sert their rights; after all, it was only 
their forbearance and the pleading of the 
member of the ayuntamiento that avert- 
ed a riotm It was singular, though, to 
see guests Inclined to be belligerent, but 
it Is always so at a free show; people 
will fight more for a seat at a free show 
than where they pay a dollar and a. half 
for that privilege.

United States, where they had been the 
uests of the government and of the peo- 
ple, and that they Were. too thoroughly 
appreciative of the kindness bestowed 
upon them and too sincerely grateful to 
think of political relationships or of any- 
thing else but the kind treatment they 
had received. He also said that from all 
that he and the others had seen and 
heard the people of. the United States 
not only did not have an annexation 
thought toward Cuba, but he doubted 
very much if they would accept Cuba as 
a member of the American sisterhood ‘f 
her people were te ask to be taken in.

McKinley’s Star Attraction Tries To 
Induce Michiganders To Vote 
the Republican .

Detroit, September 6.—The initial meet- 
ing of Governor Roosevelt’s western tour, 
which was held in the big assembly room 
of the Detroit Light Guard armory to- 
night, was all that the governor's most 
ardent partisans could have desired in 
the point of attendance and enthusiasm. 
The floor and galleries of the great hali 
were crowded and many were unable to 
obtain standing room. The vice presi- 
dential candidate received a tremendous- 
ly enthusiastic greeting. 

When the governor arose to speak the 
great crowd arose almost en masse, and 
remained standing and shouting for some 
time. 

The governor’s speech occupied about 
an hour in delivery and was listened to 
throughout with thoughtful attention, 
and the telling, sarcastic and witty 
points were quickly caught and applaud- 
ed. Governor Roosevelt gave the audi- 
ence an object lesson when he asserted 
that our soldiers in the Philippines had 
less to fear from any, body of armed ban- 
dits.in that country than they had to 
fear from the principles of the Kansas 
City platform and the success of the 
democratic ticket. He said five members 
of the regular army were present and he 
asked them to stand up that the audi- 
ence might see their tyrants. Five sol- 
dier from the Fourteenth infantry, at 
Fort Wayne, who occupied a front seat, 
when invited arose and were applauded 
until their cheeks glowed with blushes. 

‘‘Now,’’ exclaimed Governor. Roosevelt, 
‘‘pehold your tyrants.”’ 

The audience shouted with laughter. 

‘There are here,’’ continued the govern- 
or, “five soldiers to 4,000 people in this 
audience, which is a larger percentage of 
tyranny in this house than the _ per- 
centage of the regular army bears to the 
whole number of the people of this coun- 
try.’’ 

Governor Roosevelt said in part: 

I have shown you how little Mr. Bryan's ut- 
terances in the past have squared with the 
facts, whether he was dealing with finance 
Or whether he was dealing with patriotism, 
and it is exactly as true today when he and 
the makers of the Kansas City platform talk 
of imperialism or militarism. One reason that 
makes it difficult to seriously argue either 
question is that so far as I know there.is na 
man in the United States who believes in 
either imperialism or militarism. They are 
pure phantoms of an even more shacowy and 
intangible quality than the iniquitous ‘‘robber 
gold dollar’’ which disturbed Mr. Bryan so 
much four years ago. The regular army is 
not nearly as numerous, relatively to the whole 
population, as is the New York police force re- 
latively to the population of New York; anl 


the | 


| Of a soldier to every 
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it is literally as absurd to predicate militar- 
ism or imperialism on the size of the army, 
as it would be to see in the number of police- 
men @ menace to personal liberty... There 1s 
no more chance of a draft to fill one body 
than to fill the other, and there is even less 
chance in the case of the army, that it will be 
used against our freedom, 

Just at present we have in the regular army 
as compared with our population, 
1,000 of pupulation. This 
is the proposition for the year 1900. Well, 
in the year 1800 we had eight-tenthe of a sol- 
dier to every 1,000 inhabitants. The increase 
of militarism since the palmy days of Jefferson, 
a century back, is represented by exactly one- 
tenth of a soldier to every 1,000 inhabitants, 
and the increase to the danger of our institu- 
tions is measured, therefore, by the amount 
of tyranny which is capable of being exercised 
by one American in a uniform over 10,000 
of his fellow citizens without unlforms. There 
was an anti-imperialistic meeting at Indlan- 
apolis recently which indorsed Mr. Bryan, and 
the delegates expressed frantic alarm at the 
increase in our military force. The figures I 
have given show that mathematically these 
300 so-called ‘‘anti-imperialists’’ were only 
entitled collectively to so much terror—among 
them all—as would be represented by a little 
less than one-thirtieth of a regular soldier. 
I freely admit their capacity for being frighten- 
ed, but this amount of menace scarcely seems 
to entitle even the most sensitive soul to any 
overwrought sympathy. 

Since 1800 the proportion of the regular army 
has varied somewhat, even in times of peace. 
It has sometimes been lower than it is at 
present, and again it has been larger, as in 
1810, when we had one and four-tenth soldiers 
for every thousand people, and in |870 when 
we had one for every thousand people. Dur- 
ing the Indian wars on the plains we often had 
a relatively larger military force than has 
been employed in the Philippines: and there 
was just as much chance of ‘‘militarism’’ then 
as there is now. and no more, 

Let anyone of you think of his own ex- 
perience. You know that it makes not one 
particle of difference to you as regards y« 
privaie life whether we have ten or hon 2 
regiments of heavy artillery in our coast force, 
or whether we have ten or twenty regiments of 
cavalry and infantry engaged in keeping order, 
whether among the Indians on the plains or 
among the Tagals in the Philippines. There 
is no more possibility of a draft or of any 
serious burden of military service in this coun- 
try than there is a possibility of George III 
coming to life again; and the man who pro- 
poses to feel frightened about the one might 
as well express nervousness as to the possibil- 
ity of the other. 

So it is with impertalism. There is not the 
least little danger of impertalism and there 
is not a dividing line of any kind to be drawn 
between our methods of expansion itn 1898 and 
1899 and the methods of expansion under 
which we acquired Michigan, Illinois, Plorida. 
Loulsiana, Minnesota, Missouri, Oregon, Cal- 
ifornia, Hawaii and Alaska. Mr. Bryan has 
recently spoken of us as having purchased the 
Philippines at $2.50 a head, treating it as 
analogous to buying slaves at $!.000 a heail. 
It seems impossible that suem a statement could 
be made unless as a jest. Mr. Bryan must 
know that the Philippines were paid for pre- 
cisely as Florida, Louisiana, California and 
Alaska were paid for. The Filipinos were no 
more purchased than were the individual 
dwellers In New Orleans, St. Augustine, Santa 
Fe and Sitka. If the Filipinos were purchased 
at so much a head by President McKinley, 
then the inhabitants of Loulsiana were xn 
purchased by Jefferson and the Christianized 
half-castes of Alaska were so purchased by 
Seward. When in 1776 the United States 
declared itself a nation, Illinois, Indiana ana 
Michigan formed a part of Canada. Iiltnots 
and Indiana were acquired by conquest during 
the revolution. Many of the inhabitants aid 
not want to become a part of the Unite 
States any more than did the people of Que- 
bec, but they were conquered and brought in. 
Detroit, however, was held by the British for 
many years after the revolutionarv war ende4 
and was only surrendered in consequence of 
Jay's treaty, for what was in effect a money 
equivalent. The Indian aboriginal inhabitants 
of these states were not consulted fn the treaty 
nor were the white tinhabitants cf French 
extraction. The author of the declaration of 
independence, being of sans and healthy mind. 
did not push the doctrine of the ‘‘consent of 
the governed’’ to a_conclusion that would have 
resulted in our great commonwealth being con- 
fined to the east of the Alleghanies, while 
this mighty west, In which I am now speak- 
ing, would have been left as a hunting ground 
for savages and a dwelling place for fur 
traders 

Mr. Bryan and his associates cannot say 
enough about the ‘‘consent of the governed”’ 
doctrine as applying to the Philippines. They 
dwell upon the fact that ‘‘no man is good 
enough to govern another.’ In North Carolina 
and other southern states we see before our 
eyes the process of the disfranchisement of 
the negro. We. see befcre our «yes the black 
man governed without his consent by the white 
man. Be it remembered, too. that the men 
thus disfrandhised have’ always been Wr. 
Bryan's fellow citizens, most of them born 
as free as he was born. If our opponents are

‘consent of the governed’ doctrine at ome 
let them hold thelr peace about the

TEACHERS HEAR LECTURES 


Claxton 


Dr. McIver and Professor 
Discuss Education. 


MANY - EDUCATORS PRESENT. 


All Have Been Greatly Benefited by 
Course of Lectures and Pass 
Resolutions of Thanks. 


In the hall in the Boys’ High school 
building two fine lectures along educa- 
tional lines were last night delivered to 
the teachers of Atlanta, one by Dr. 
| Charles D. McIver, president of the State

| State Normal school. 

President Smith, of the board of edu- 
cation, and Commissioner of Schools 
‘Glenn also spoke, indorsing the senti- 
ments expressed by the two lecturers. 
| The lecture of Dr. cIver was a plea 
'for the education of{the woman in that 
| it furnished an edycator for an entire 
‘family. Professor Claxton spoke of ap- 
plying money to the education of the 
| masses as a business proposition. 
| Dr. Melver told of the work of the 
/woman in the home; of the teaching 
of the young before the baby lips had 
learned to speak intelligently. He said 
that once a rich woman expressed her 
intention of leaving her fortune, which 
was very large, to a college for men. 
One of her friends asked her why she 
left it to a college for men. 

“That some woman may be supplied 
with an intelligent husband,’’ she re- 
plied. 

“Why not leave the money to a college 
for women that some man may be sup- 
plied with an intelligent wife and chil- 
dren supplied with a cultured, refined 
mother?’ she was asked.

Professor Claxton next spoke of the 
necessity for an education and told of 
the great good educated men were to 
the community. He made a strong plea 
for local taxation to be applied to the 
educational fund and said no matter 
how great the ratio the investment would | 
be a good one.

REMARKABLE OLD NEGRO MAN. 


Celebrates One Hundredth Anniver- 
sary of His Birth. 

Columbia, 8. C., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Rev. N. Stark, a colored Bap- 
tist minister of Greenwood county, has 
just celebrated his 100th birthday. 

Stark was born a slave in Hanover 
county, Virginia, in August, 1800, and 
while a young man was sold to the late 
Matthew Devoe, of Edgefield; to whom 
he belonged for a number of years.

A number of white people 
were present to show their esteem for 
the old man and a substantial sum was 
raised for his benefit.

sion to say that I retract what I said 
about this great movement. I did con- 
sider it chimerical and sentimental, but 
I can see that it was not the present so 
much as the future effect which influ- 
enced the promoters of this scheme. It 
WieDOt so much ey would learn dur- 
ing the .elght weeks from the textbooks, 
but it was the array of object lessons 
which would open up the intelligence of 
many hundreds who necessarily had very 
contracted views, and that these 1,400 
teachers throughout Cuba will form a nu- 
cleus to unfold the ideas of the people 
with whom they come in contact. The 
few remarks of the teacher referred to 
were calculated to set some thinking 
and that is the sort of talk many others 
will hear. 

One significant fact in connection with 
the teachers’ reception is that, with the 
exception of The Havana Post, the only 
American paper in the city, the entire 
press was invited to the reception ard 
banquet. The Post has taken a great 
interest in this matter .rom its incep- 
tion. It was Mr. Conant, a member of 
the company of The Post, who originated 
the idea. The Post sent a special reporter 
to the states with the teachers to keep 
its readers informed as to their move- 
ments; it has given more space in its 
columns to this work than all the other 
city papers put together; its city editor 
met the transports miles out at sea to 
kive the educators a welcome, secured 
and published lengthy interviews with 
Superintendent Frye and various teach- 
ers covering their experiences and did 
the teachers the courtesy of issuing them 
a thousand copies of The Post which were 
sent on board the transports for their 
pleasure Thursday morning before break- 
fast. a favor which not another paper 
in the city thought of doing. It does 
seem intentional, not so much to 
The Post, as to the nation it represents, 
to have so egregiously slighted it.

‘To quote from 
a prominent Cuban, a loyal Catholic: “If 
church and state are to be forever sepa- 
rate in Cuba, and We are to have a free 
church aud a free state, tnen the legal 
status of the Roman Catholic church and 
its right to hold the property it claims 
becomes one of the matters most vital of 
internal policy the people of Cuba must 
deal with. All the millions of dollars 
of property held or claimed by the church 
in Cuba was built up’ by their tcil and 
money. Church property does not, as in 
the United States, represent the voluntary 
gifts of those peopie who believe in and 
support the church. Were that the case, 
there would be no possible question as tu 
ownership But this property represents 


the authority of the state under the cld- 


order. The very fact that the church in- 
itiates the contention is an admission of 
the state’s claim. Is it not a fact that 
the state created much of this property 
and gathered the money to do it from the 
people through the usual channels eccm- 
mon to governments, its tax collecting 
power? The fact that devout Catholics 
may have made voluntary contributivuns ir 
some instances to the fund does not affect 
the main issue. Such special cases should 
be considered apart on their merits. ‘The 
state built churches, monasteries, etc.. 
out of the insular funds. It paid bishops 
and other functionaries out of the samé 
funds. That the state had the right to 
so use its money is not questioned. The 
state also built forts and palaces wut of 
the same money, and that the state owns 
these properties is unquestioned. The 
church was a department of the govern- 
ment supported, if not administered, by 
the state. The two were in a sense part- 
ners, and the state furnished the capital 
in large part. The partnership has been 
dissolved and the estate should be equit- 
ably divided. The state forced the divi- 
sion and behold, the church claims all the 
property. If wise, Cuba will give free- 
dom and protcction to all churches, but 
she will be controlled nor dictated to by 
none. If the church were stripped of 
everything except what it is fairly en- 
titled to and thrown upon the voluntary 
charity of those who bélieve in i: ani 
wish to support ‘it, it would be reduced 
to that sphere of moral and spiritual in- 
fluence which is the peculiar field of re- 
ligious activity and which should fill the 
hands and heart of any pure, spiritual or- 
ganizatiog ” 

Truly, Cuba has her hands full, for be- 
sides internai politica] dissension, she has 
@ powerfu] organization to combat, and 
the end is not yet.

Lace 
is also cheap in Havana, real 
ciennes, maltese, mechiin, ete. 
beautiful Spanish laces likewise, are 
found here in profusion, and selling much 
cheaper than with us. Wine is cheap, 
good wine at that. But furniture, china 
and glassware, hardware, etc., are very 
expensive. House rent is exorbitant. I 
pay $25 for one furnished room per 
month. That includes attention and 
lights, and it is on the:Prado, in one of 
the best houses, but a habitual room any- 
where tn the city, furnished, costs at 
feast $20 a month.

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FIGHT WITH FILIPINOS 


Svdney Adamson, one of the cleverest 
war artists in the fleld with the Ameri- 
can army in the Philippines, contributes 
to the last issue of Leslie's Weekly a 
Spirited picture depicting, with photo- 
graphic accuracy,-a battle between Amer- 
ican soldiers and Filipinos, which is of 
more than ordinary interest to Atlantians 
from the fact that Captain Kendrick, of 
this eity, took an active part in the en- 
Sacemrent., 

With the picture, Artist Adamson also 
contributes ‘a short story of the fight, 
which, while considerably condensed, 1s 
hevertheless vivid. The artist tells of an 
ambuscade in ewhich the Americans are 
surprised by hidden sharpshooters and set 
upon by bolomen, archers and spearsmen 
in the thick rice fields near one of the 
native villages. He tells naively of the 
way in which Captain Kendrick, owing to 
close quarters, ordered his men to fix 
their bayonets and give the Filipinos the 
cold steel, 

“One man,”’ says the artist, falling te 
reach an insurgent with his bayonet, 
flung his gun at him and pinned him 
through the back.”’ Nothing could be 
mere realisti¢. Mr. Adamson goes on to 
Say that Captain Kendrick and his men 
were instrumental in bayoneting twenty- 
five of the insurgents, and alludes to the 
incident in a true sportsmanslike manner, 
comparing it to a bird shoot. 

Here is what Artist Adamson says about 
the fight: 

“Manila. June 10, 1900.—The Fortieth 
had not yet settled from its 
trans-Paclific voyage when two battalions 
were bundled on board coasters and land- 
ed at Legaspi. The other battalion fol- 
lowed in a few days. Colonel Goodwin's 
boys had not long to wait for their bap- 
tism fire. This was in February. Gen- 
eral Bates took two battalions with his 
expedition to the Camarines. The first 
battalion, under Major McNamee, was 
landed on the northern shore of San 
Miguel bay and marched for six miles 
over a poor trail on toward Libmanan. 
A native was sent ahead to warn the 
town people that if no resistance were 


offered every one would be unmolested. 


“The troops marched on for nearly a 
mile and a half more over a rugged 
trail fringed, with dense thickets of scrub 
and palms. The brush here ends: ab- 
ruptly, and distant half a mile, over a 
level stretch of rice land, rise the first 
houses of Libmanan.‘ The road, on leav- 
ing the thickets, turns neither to the 
right nor to the left, but, straight and 
open, runs directly between an old tum- 
ble down bullding on the left and the 
solid stone church on the right. At the 
head of the column moved forward on 
this open road the insurgents had their 
chance to,.send volleys into men closed 
in marching order, but their guns were 
silent. C company deployed across the 
road to,the right and left, into the tal] 


rice on either side. B company swuns 
out to their ri~st and formed the right 
flank of the ‘skirmish line. A company 
formed the left. A detachment of D com- 
pany, about twenty-four men, acted as 
rear guard, 

“All this time not a sound from the 
insurgents. Then, just. as the advance 
began, the mausers spoke and the bullets 
screamed through the. air and nipped the 
heads from the long rice stalks. “But the 
Fortieth never flinched, and, evenly as 
on parade, the blue shirts forged through 
the long rice, firing steadily as it went. 
Now and again a man went down, but 
the line kept moving, though the doctors 
had something to do in the rear. Colo- 
nel Goodwin, Major McNamee, Captain 
Lilienthal, regimental adjutant, and Lieu- 
tenant Galleher walked up the open road. 
When half the distance was covered, 
Galleher was tying in the dust with his 
death wound. From the windows of the 
old barrack-like building, from the church 
tower. from the fence line to the right 
and left of the road and from a cocoanut 
erove away over from the right of B 
company came a heavy fire from mauser 
and remington. 

“Down in the rice, forming the first line 
of the insurgents; were hundreds of bolo- 
men and men armed with bows, arrows 
and spears. They stood their groun®, 
falling as they were by tens. At last the 
great body of them broke and fled. Cap- 
tain Kendrick, of B company, had re- 
fused. a little on his right, to throw a 
fire into some natives who attempted to 
flank the line. Unbroken the line had 
reached the edge of the town. The left 
wing had disappeared among the shacks. 
And then a strange thing happened. Out 
from the long rice in the paddy near the 
church, bolomen began to spring on the 
soldiers of B company. It was too cluse 
to shoot, and Captain Kendrick, who has 
his men splendidly drilled, ordered a 
halt and ‘fix bayonets.° 

“Then the fun began. One great sav- 
age, half naked, hacked one of the men 
fearfully before he was killed. Others 
rushed {In to die on the bayonets. One 
man, failing to reach an insurgent with 
his bayonet, flung his gun at him and 
pinned him through the back. Lieutenant 
McDowell sent home some _ swinging 
shots from his huge 45, while Major Mc- 
Namee jumped in from the road and shot 
a& savage who was making for him. The 
work had the excitement and uncertainty 
of shooting birds as they broke from 
cover, only—lives were at stake and the 
quickest killed. Colonel Goodwin sent a 
message to Captain Kendrick asking why 
his men were lagging and breaking the 
line of advance. But when the colonel 
knew that there were twenty-five dead 
Filipinos in a space of 40 by 40 in yards 
he asked no more about the slowness of 
B company.”

They 
cite the fact thet instead of losing twenty 
minutes for luncheon at York, «he dining 
car now saves that much time. Doors at 
the end of the platform enable passen- 
gers from any part of the train to reach 
the dining car. Vestibules cover and pro- 
tect the passages from coach to coach. 
Rubber cushions interpose between coach 
bodies and trucks to reduce jarring au- 
tomatic couplers and lessen danger to 
employees, and the locomotives scoop wa- 
ter from a trough between the rails while 
running at full speed. Bvery one of these 
improvements, novelties abrcad, are well- 
known to American railway travel. 


It is announced that the foreclosure sale 
of the New Orleans and Western railroad 
has been definitely fixed for Saturday, 
October 16th, Among the prospective pur- 
chasers of the road there have been men- 
tioned during the past six months the 
Federal Steel Company, the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, the Armour Pack- 
ing Company, the Southern Pacific Rall- 
rcad Company, the American Roundlap 
Cotton Company, the Planters’ Compress 
Company, and the American Steel and 
Wire Company. Railroad officials gene- 
rally held the view that neither of these 
ccrporations would turn out to be a bidder 
for the property. and thet those ‘in thé 
know’’ are carefully concealing plans by 
which the property of the road will pass 
into the hands or heretofore unmentioned 
pcrsons. 


The remarkable tnecease in the receipts 
of the Southern railway, as shown in the 
rcad’s recent report, has attracted atten- 
tion abroad. Commenting on this feature 
of the report, The London Statist says: 

“This great expansion in’gross earnings 
has been attained in face of a very much 
sn aller cotton crop last year than in the 
year previously. The crop of 1899 did not 
exceed 9,200,000 bales, whereas the 1898 
crop reached 11,235,000 bales. So far as the 
scuthern states of America and the South- 
ern railway are concerned, the smaller 
cotton crop of last year was a fortunate 
occurrence, The large crop of 189 was 
sceld at very low prices, but the smaller 
crop of 1899 has realized high prices, the 
southern farmers ha¥é made much larger 
profits from the smaller erop. They have 
thus spent maney more freely, and trade 
in the south has been stimulated. Fur- 
ther, a much larger proportion of the cot- 
ton crop has been manufactured into cot- 
ton goods by cotton mills situated on the 
Southern railway. The south thus de- 
rived a double benefit from having made 
mcre profit out of its raw cotton and out 
of the manufactured product. The con-

L. L. Parham wil] edit the history, go- 
ing carefully over the manuscript sub- 
mitted and allowing only the most au- 
thentic and that best adapted to the use 
of the society to be published. 

The society is anxious to get al] the 
reminiscences of its members and publish 
them as goon as posible. Many of the 
o'd landmarks are Passing away, and 
unless the history is issued goon, the au- 
thenticity of it cannot be vouched for. 

Much interest has been manifested in 
the historv by the members of the s0- 
ciety, and many valuable memories have 
been written for the use of the historian. 
All of them are from the earliest days of 
Atlanta to the present time, and deal 
with what the pioneers know tu be the 
true state of affairs.

Funeral This Morning at 10 O’clock 
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CREDITORS OBJECT 
10 DAMAGE SUITS 


Soveral-Firms Wished Lilly Enjoined 
from Filing Them. 


THEY PETITION THE COURT | 


Judge Lumpkin Issued Temporary 
Restraining Order Yesterday. 


HEARING SET FOR SEPTEMBER 28TH 


Lilly Alleged That His Partner Had 
Executed a Mortgage on Stock 
Without His Consent. 


HI. ¥. McCord Company et al., through 
Attorneys Hunt and Golightly, yesterday 
filed suit in the superior court against Ww. 
F. Lilly. asking that the defendant be 
enjoined fiom instituting damage suits 
against them at the same .time setting 


forth some interesting matters. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin issued a tempo- 
rary order and set a preliminary hearing 
of the case for September 28th, or as soon 


thereafter as possible. 

The petition declares that this morth 
two years ago W. R. Calloway and WwW. 
F. Lilly were in tusiness on Edgewood 
avenue as partners. It is allaged that 
on September 12, 1898, the firm was In- 
debted to the petitioners In the sum of 
$3,006.20. It is further alleged that at 
that time the partnership had assets of 
the value of $676, and books of accounts 
and choses in action aggregating not 
more than $500. 

The petitioners allege that the firm was 
insolvent and not able to pay 33 1-3 cents 
on the dollar to its creditors. The pe- 
tition goes on to say that W. R. Callo- 
way, as a member of the firm, executed 
a mortgage on the stock and books of 
accounts to the petitioners. This mort- 
gage falling due, was foreclosed in the 
city court and the customary levy was 
made accordingly. 

It is recited that about this time W. F. 
Lilly then filed an illegality in the city 
court, alleging that he was a member 
of the firm and that the mortgage was 
executed by the other member without 
his consent. In place of a bond he filed 
& pauper’s affidavit, so says the peti- 
tion. 

The illegality having been filed and the 
stock of merchandise having been left in 
the hands of the levying officer, an order 
was obtained from Judge H. M. Reid 
authorizing the sale, the proceeds to be 
held until the termination of the suit. 
According to the petition the property 
brought $670, less the ®xpense of the sale, 
while $300 was collected on the books of 
accour ts. 

It is new charged that Lilly has threat- 
ened to bring suit against the petitioners, 
alleging that the stock was worth $3,000, 
and averring further that his business 
had -been broken up. He charged, they 
say, that he contributed more to the firm 
than Calloway and consequently had a 
greater interest in the business than the 
other. 

The petitioners ask the court to enjoin 
the illegality suit and also that Lilly be 
enjoined from filing other suits against 
them. The court is asked that an ad- 
justment of the partnership between Lilly 
and Calloway be had in the superior court 
and that if any s@m should be found ‘due 
Lilly, the amount Calloway is entitled to 
from assets of the partnership, be ad- 
judged to be the petitioners.

Was Not Liable for Death 
of Horse. 

Judge H. M. Reid yesterday directed a 
verdict for the defendant in the case of 
As Bar “g~ fem against the Atlanta Rail- 
way and yer Company, which had been 
on trial tn the first division of the city 
court for several] days. Hendrix was 
suing the street railway company for the 
death of a fine horse. The amount sued 
for was $200. 

The plaintiff set forth that he was riding 
on Marietta street, near the end of the 
car line, and his horse became frighten- 
ed at the car, backed onto the tracks and 
was killed.
